Brits face 
working 
to age 74 
by 2063

ALMOST every Brit in 
their 20s can expect to 
work until 74, according 
to a bombshell prediction. 

The Treasury’s indepen- 
dent forecaster says the 
state pension age may 
rise by nearly ten years 
by the early 2060s to 
cover us living longer. 

It adds the number of 
Brits reaching 100 could 
have soared from 15,000 
now to as many as a 
million by then. 

The state pension age 
is already due to rise 
from 65 to 66 in 2020, 
followed by hikes to 67 
in 2028 and 68 by 2046. 

But the Office for Bud- 
get Responsibility, which 
draws up official spend- 
ing forecasts for Chancel- 
lor Philip Hammond, says 
that under certain sce- 
narios anyone born after 
1989 could have to work 
until 74 by 2063. 

The Department of 
Work and Pensions said: 
“No decision has been 
made on future changes 
to current timetables.”

The complaint against the 
actor states he directed “a sexual 
verbal communication” to the 
female employee — who cannot 


be named for legal reasons. It 
also says he “behaved in a 
threatening or abusive manner 
likely to cause a 
reasonable person 
fear or alarm” by 
yelling and swear- 
ing at her. 

Sheriff Lindsay 
Wood continued the 
case to a pre-trial 
hearing in April —
